It was 
taboo for a woman to enter the eating 
house of the mon, or one of the “helaus” or 
temples, Before the arrival of the first 
missionaries the reigning King, out of con- 
sideration for some of his women, declared 
the taboo abolished, 

The work of converting tho natives to 
Christianity was greatly assisted by this 
voluntary renunciation of the old heathen 
nystom. Tho power of the priesta was 
broken by it, though their influence was 
still strong with the natives. The source of 
the awe in which they were held is ousily 
understood, when one considers that they 
were formerly invested with tho right of 
pigosingihe victims for the human sacri. 
floes, ter thoy depended largely on the 
“enana” or power of praying poople to 
death, to retain their influence. No amount 
of argument can disabuse the native mind 
ofa belief in this particular kind of en- 
chantment, It is not the priests alone who 
practice it. It is believed that any one can 
compass the destruction of an enemy by a 
sufficient exercise of will power. In fact, 
so strong is the popular conviction on the- 
subject, or so weak the vitality of the race, 
that it is sometimes sufficient merely to 
convince # man that some one has deter.

Ald. Walmsley said that under the 
head of revenue, the committee had made 
their estimates where possible exactly as 
as they would be, but where the revenue 
could not be exactly known the lowest 
estimate is given,so that there would be a 
certainty that the estinatedrevenue would 
be realized. The committee was not un- 
animous on the report, The chief object- 
ion made is that provision was not made 
for paying the whole of list year’s deficit, 
bat only $3,545 out of the total deficit of 
$5,860. Of this deficitsome $1,400 had 
been brought forward from several years 
ago. To pay all the deficit this year 
would necessitate either the raising of rate 
or the curtailment of the expenditures of 
the committees, 

Ald. Diamond raized some objections. He 
objccted that the estimates did not pro- 
vide for a deficiency of $2,315. He went 
into some detail as the condition of the 
finances. He had a minority report which 
differed from the other report in providing 
for the whole of the deficit. He also 
claimed that the deficit, according to the 
auditors report was not $5,860, but some 
$1,000 Jess than that. ‘To provide for 
this he would strike a rate of 16 8-10 of a 
mill, or 3-10 of a mill more than the chair- 
man of the executive committee proposed. 
He claimed that this council had no right 
to hand over to next years council a deficit 
of over $2,000. He moved that the 
estimates provide for the whole deficit and 
the rate be 16 8-10 of a mill instead of 
16 5-10. 

Ald Walmsley insisted that his estimate 
of the deficit was correct and that the rate 
Ald. Diamond proposed would not meet 
the whole deficit. He ieada note from 


| the auditors in which they stated that 
the seeming deficit according to their re 


port was not the real deficit, because 
several accounts had been presented after 
their report had been made, This showed 
that the auditor's report from which Mr 
Diamond took his figures was not a 
correct basis, but that the figures the 
committee had presented were the right 
ones, 

Ald, Diamond insisted 
Walmsley was not correct. 

Ald. Walmsley said he was correct, and 
he had the statement of the auditors and 
of the treasurer to bear him out, 

Ald. Diamond,—Weill you 
wrong. 

Aid, Ponton supported the report of the 
committee as itstood. He said it was 
not fair or reasonable that the council this 
year should be expected to meet the 
whole of the deficit, especially as part of 
that deficit was of some years’ stand- 
ing. He did notapproveof Ald, Diamond's 
proposal to raise the rate if possible to 
avoid it for itinjured the city in the esti-

ALLEGED CONSPIRACY 


PATRIOK MoCAMBRIDGW AND DAN« 
INL SHANNON COMMITTED 
FOR TRIAL 


An Iaterosting Caso Which har Attracted 
Much Sympathy f.r the Defendant 


Magistrate Flint hos rendered the 
following judgment in the alleged case of 
conspiracy against Patrick McCambridge 
and Daniel Ostrom. McCambridge isa 
yespeotable Scotch hotel keeper in Frank- 
ford and in attempting tobreak upa gang 
of notorious thieves gets himselt into a 
sorious muddle, Uhe judgment reads ; 

Tho definitions in all the books are not 
reconcilable, Archibaldi ges vory much 
further than any other author in reference 
to the point as to what constitutes con- 
spracy. The question here is, taking all 
the evidence, does it show a conspiracy as 
defined by the books. 

The ovidence shows a statement bya 
thief as to the party who stole the property 
and his compl city therein. It shows that 
an offer wos mado to Shannon to place 
stolen property upon Louder’s place for a 
reward of $60 to be paid when the money 
was made out of Snider, the exact lang- 
eis **Whon we make it out of the old 
man."Hero is an offer toShannon to place 
stolen property upon Snider for a sum to 
be made out of old Snider by the two 
parties conversing. Here is a plot hatched 
to place stolen property by one of the coa- 
spivators, upon the land of another man 
for money to be extorted from Snider, 
The solicitation is not enough, there must 
be a joint conspiracy of at least two, todo 
the unlawful act. Itis said that placing 
the stolea property on {Snider was only a 
civil trespass, tiue it was a civil trespass, 
but it was more, it was placing that pro- 
perty there for the purpose of getting 
monry from Snider by the. two conspira- 
tors; the money was to be gotton out of 
Snider before it reached Shannon. 
There was no ether way the money could 
be gotten out of Snider, but by something 
to be done in connection with the placing 
of the goods. Who were to be the partics 
to the extortion? “We, when 
we make it out of old Snider.” It was a 
crime to place stolen property on Snider, 
with the intent to haye Snider prosecuted 
as a receivor of stolen propriy, whether 
the dosign was successful prosecution and 
conviction of Snider, or wheth rthe design 
was to make money out of Snider. Now 
looking at what was said ; there was the 
offer to pay $60 for doing an act, as soon 
as the money could be got from Snider. 
That offer would not be suffici-n'. There 
is no conspiracy thus far. it is simply an 
offer. The question now is, can we look

One need not go so far as this, if MaLee’s 
evidence is to be considered as worth any- 
thing, because Mabee swears that Shan- 
non said, ‘“‘Wehave or We've,” put it 
there to McCambridge on his return. I 
may here state, that I have resolved not 
to rely upon Mabee's evidence unless 
where distinctly corroborated, either by 
facts, or by Rogers and others. _[ do not 
believe a considerable portion of Mabee’s 
testimony, the portion of his affidavit 
denying whatis the grievance of the 
charge here so clearly, and 
positively, coupled with his aroused lack 
of memory, where from the nature of the 
case he must have known whether he ever 
made statements which aftected his 
criminality. These circumstances, to- 
gether with the important variances’ be= 
tween his evidence and Rogers, convince 
me it would be very unsafe to rely upon 
his unsupported evidence. I am of the 
opinion that am bound to look at the 
acts proved, apart from the original solicit- 
ation, and to infer from thom a corrupt 
agreement was entered into between Mc- 
Cambridge and Shannon to do an unlaw- 
fulact. I think Clark's definition covers 
the ground I take, supported by Archi- 
bald, and in a degree by Wnght on _ con- 
spiracy.

SOME ECONOMIC TRUTHS. 


i] 


In answer to the aseertion of Republi 
can papers that free trade means low 
wages the Leuisville Courier-Journal says ; 
The tariff isatax; it is the taking 
away from the laborer a certain portion 
of the results of hid labor. 

The tariff is a tax, an obstacle, an em- 
bargo. Itisalaw which increases the 
price of an article, and so limits the con- 
sumption. 

Free trade in any article reduces the 
price, enlarges the Consumption, and so 
creates an increased demand for labor. 
Asthe demand tor labor incresses the 
number of the unemployed decreases, and 
wages are fixed by the unemployed, just 
as the price of the cotton crop is fixed by 
the price of the surplus. The reduc ion 
in the price of quinine has increased the 
demand, The reduction in the price of 
sugar has increased the demand, 

The reduction in the price of pig iron 
from $25 to $17 has increased the demand 
from 4,100,000 long tons to 8,200,000 long 
cons, 

It takes more men to produce $8000,000 
than 4,000,000 tons and the consumption 


| of this extra 4,000,000 tons in house build- 


ding, in ship building, in city building, 
also requires anew army of laborers.

It was a few minutes pastnine indwe were 
running along under a ood head of steam, 
I was sitting In the bow of the boat before 
the collision occurred and had gone back 
to thestern when I noticed our boat mak- 
ing out of her usual course towards the 
Prince Edward shore. 1 at once saw that 
something was wrong and run towards 
the bow of the boat. When about mid- 
way I heard the bo ita whistling loudly and 
a second aflerwards there was an awful 
crash, 1 was throyn — backward 
but regaining myselfl rushed into the bow 
and saw that we had beenstruck a _ little 
forward to beam on the starboard aide by 
the tug Rescue which had in tow the 
Resolute and twoconsorts. A large hole 
was rent in one side and the boatab once 
commenced to rapidly fil with water and 
settle in the sta. There was the mot 
intense excitement on board. People 
were rushing hither and thither. The 
capt. of the Princess Lovise called out to 
beach her as soonas possible and accor- 
tdingly her bow was pointed oa the Prince 
Edward shore. [he alarm was given 
that the boat was sinking rapidly and for 
all hands to save themselves. ‘There was 
no time to cut the life boats loose. I ran 
forward with all possible haste and se- 
cured several life preservers which 1 threw 
to the Women, I had only secured afew 
when tome one called to those on board 
to jump if they would save their lives. I 
heard a splash in the water 
and thinking that some’ rash lady had 
leaped into the water I at one fume in 
after her, knowing that it would be impos- 
sible for her to reach the shore at such a 
distance. I found that it was a boy be- 
longing tothe boat. By this time the 
water had put the fires outand the engi- 
neer, who had remained at his post as 
long as he could, left the holein order to 
save his own life, The boat was now run- 
ning at rapidly reduciag fae when we 
felt ourselves boaohed. (e preservers 
by this time had been brought into gen- 
eral requisition and some of the male pas- 
sengers leaped on shore with ropes when 
all of the passsngers were safely conveyed 
toland. It wasa miraculous escape. I 
have been in some tight places in my 
time, but this was the closest shaye I have 
had with death. If we had to have gone 
another twenty-five yards I do not see 
now how the passengers could have been 
got safely to shore. As it was there was 
not a single life lost, and the passengers 
escaped without any further inconvenience 
than aserious cold and an involuntary 
bath, The passengers on board were Miss 
Yaiwood, Prlleville ; Miss Cassells, of 
Toronto ; Miss Redmond, Picton ; Miss 
Prettie, Collins’ Bay ; two ladies, unknown, 
Deseronto ; Miss McMahon, Picton ; 
Frank Wills, Belleville and a_ traveller 
nimed T. G. Whitfield. Doc Thompson, 
purser on the Hero was also on board. 


‘'The crew was composed of Geo, Sophy. 
ta deck hand ; Geo. Boothe, engineer and 


James Ford. The engineer especially 
needs praise ae in fact do all the crew for 
their heroic efforts to saye the lives of 
those on board. 

It was only by thecoolestnerve and fore- 
sight thai they were conveyed safely 
shore and that no more serious results 
came out of the catastrophe. When the 
Rescue pitched into us the other beats in 
tow fell onto her but none of them were 
damaged to any extent. The people on 
the Rescue were very kind. ‘lhe Rescue 
at once steamed off and came back with a 
small ferry boat which was run onto the 
shore when the passengers were able to 
get onto the tug and were thus safely con- 
veyed to Deserouto where they were taken 
care of | Those passengers going west 
come up on the early train this morning”. 

‘Where do you think the blame lies ?” 
asked the reporter 

Mr. Hungerford declined to make any 
statement at present. 

It is plainly evident, however, thatthe 
Priacess Louise was wrong in running 
across the bow of the Rescue. 

The engineer lost everything he had on 
board. Mr, Hungerford and Mr. Whit- 
field lost all their samples and tranks. 
There was very little freight on board. A 
horse and buggy was on board which was 
being shipped to John Nicholson, livery- 
man, of this city, The animal with al- 
most human instinct seomed to be alive to 
its peril, and breaking from its fastenings 
leaped into the water and swam ashore

to determine whether his so-called “canals” 
really boar any trace of the workmanship 
of animated inhabitants. 

The path of Mars in his journey around 
the aun is not a regular curve. So great is 
its eccentricity that when near perihelion 

he planot is about 12,000,000 miles nearer 
the central luminary of our system than 
when it approaches apholion, To-night 


Mara will be near porihelion, and it is only 
about 35,000,000 miles from the earth—a 
very short distance for even an ordinary 


telescope to span. 

Bat the mammoth Lick telescope, magni- 
fying 700 times, brings the red planet to 
within « range of 560,000 miles, or but » 
little more than one-fifth of the distance of 
our own silvery moon. 

Moreover, at this period Mars is at one 
side of tho earth, while the sun is at the 
opposite side, m fact which contributes 
very considerably to favorable observa- 
tious of the planet. No equally favorable 
opportunity for mudyiogblars will recur 
till the year 1909, 

It will be remembered that Mars only 
Lecanie a subject of extreme importance 15 
years ago, when it last approached 
Karth, At that time not only were its 
two moons discovered by an American, but 
wise men in the great observatory at 
Milan were enabled to map its surface 
so as to show almost conclusively 
that human life existed on the planet. 
The strides which telescope-making has 
taken during the intervening years have 


ite 
tnakers, but has already added some start- 
ling facts to what was already known about 
the red orb. 

Mars has been under constant observation 
for more than three weeks past at the Lick 
Observatory. It has po larger and 
larger each evening, and to-morrow night a 
little over an hour after midnight it will 
reach its maximum size and then begin to 
again slowly recede for another 15 years. 

It is admitted by all astronomers that 
the physical conditions of the planet as 
they have become known through the new 
and improved telescopes of the past 20 
years more closely resemble those of the 
earth than any of the other heavenly 
bodies. Indeed, there is hardly 
another planet even remotely  re- 
sembling the earth im regard to the heat 
and atmospheric conditions here prevailing. 


Mars has not only a well-recognized atmo-— 


sphere of ita own, but four seasons of the 
year, which follow each other as those of the 
earth, & degree of warmth closely approxi- 
inating what is known here, » day ofa little 
over 24 hours, north and south poles with 
ice aud snow and every natural condition 
apparently which should conduce tothe 
existence of animal life.

_ If the council this year pays off two- 
thirds of the old deficit and doox not leave 
any deficit of its own, it surely is doing 
all that could be expected, and it isin no 
wise unjust to ask the next council to pay 
the other third, inasmuch aa the expend- 
iture that caused the deficit will benefit 
the city next year as much as it did this 
year. 


And as Ald, Vonton pointed out, it 
was most injudicious to increase the 
’ rate unless it was absolutely es:ential to 
~ do so, as in this case it was not ; for such 
an increase always produces a bad im- 
pression abroad, and has a tendency to 
discourage people from locating in the 
t city. 


Ald, Diamond seemed to bein a cap- 
tious mood during the whole meeting of 
the council, He objected to nearly eyery- 
thing that was proposed, aud kicked ina 
metaphorical sense so persistently and un- 
necessarily that some of the aldermen fult 
very much like returning the compliment 
in a yery literal sense. 


It is al] right to Jook after the interests 
of the cijty—all the aldermen profess to 
have this 14 theiy supreme motive. But 
some people use this profession as an ex- 
cuse to render themselves very obnoxious 
to their fellow-uldermen, 

Some of these aldermen in fact do pro- 
test over much, They proclaim so often 
and so emphatically their single desire to 
look only after the interests of the city 
thats they cause many suspicons to 
arise, 


They are of course elected by the people 
for that express purpose, and what need is 
there therefore for them ta so loudly and 
8» ofien profess their devotion to the city ? 
It almos: loo s as if they knew something 
that might raise in the minds of some 
peop'e doubis as to their singleness of pur- 
pose in regard to the interests of the 
municipality, 


This was well illustrated in the discus- 
sion on the Mr. Graham's request for 
permis-ion to build a side track into his 
yard, ‘This request was strongly opposed 
by several aldermen, and one or two of 
tiese did certainly protest over much 
tieir desire to guard the rights of the 
c by. 

Mr, Grahani’s request seemed a most 
reasonable one, and should not have 
raised so muchoppogition, Jt shouldhave 
been at once granted, with of course such 
conditions as would safeguard the public 
interests and rights. 

What encouragement is there for manu- 
facturers to locate here ifso ordinary a 
privilege is denied them as that of securing 
tailway connection with their factories? 
Competition is now so strong that every 
method must be employed to keep down 
expenses, and it certainly is a heavy ex- 
pense to have to pay for cartage to and 
from the station in a place where the 
station 1s so far from the business centre 
of the city as it is here. 

It is doubcful if another city council in 
the province would have hesitated for one 
moment to grant such a privilege as was 
asked for by Mr. Graham. All large 
manufacturing industries have such private 
sidings as was asked for in this case. 


Belleville has always been cursed by 
the miserable, small minded, contemp- 
tibly parsimoniousmannerof dealing with 
pre-ent or proposed enterprises that has 
been manifested by past city coundils;The 
council of 1892, or at least some members 
of it, seem to be actuated by the same 
old blighting spir t. 

In fact the impression was unavoidable 
to anyone listening tothe diseussion on 
this petition of Ald. Graham’s that some 
of those that opposed it were actuated by 
per_o.al animosity towards him, and not 
out of regard for the interests of the 
public, 


One alderman even went so far as to

Mr. Gladstone paid a gracoful tribute to

The 
evidence showed that a day or two before 
the prisoner went to beth-road he

On that day he was seen by two women 
making the acquaintance of Matilda Clover, 
oud he was seen to enter her house after her.

The salary attached to their 
office is not muniticent, being exaclly no 
thing, "Tin truo there isthe honor, but 
that is nob overwhelming, and to offact 
this there ia tho abuse to which they are 
subject to, and tho constant hectoring 
they must endure at the hands of those 
who have axes to grind, 


Aa matter of fact the position of an 
alderman is not a partioularly denirable 
one in any case, It entails a lot of hard 
work and a good deal of worry and anxiety 
and then there is the ever present cone 
nclousness an alderman has that after he 
has done his best forhis constituents some 
people will be dissatisfied, and will mis- 
represent his mouves and wisaconstrue his 


actions. 


Yet the affairs of the municipality must 
be atbended to by some one, no matter at 
what personal sacrifice or annoyance, 
And the honor, such as it is,that is attach-

The worse fault with many of them, 
even of some of the besi ones, is that they 
will talktoo much, Of course it is their 
privilege to tell all they choose within the 
limits presoriLed by the rules, but some 
of them talk much more than is necessary. 


They seem to think that their, work is 
valued aad their efforts appreciated just 
in proportion to the frequency with which 
they speak in the council, 


But this is no criterion, Some of the 
worst aldermen speak the oftenest, while 
some of tho best are but little heard. A 
coyncil should be,and generally is,judged 
by the amount and quality of the work 
done, and the wisdom displayed in the 
expenditure of the city’s revenues, 


Ald. Mikel was chairman of the Com- 
mittee of the Whole on Monday night, 


and he made an excellent one, He rush- 
ed the business through with com- 
mendable expedition, and the way 


he brought some of the old members 
to time fairly made their eyes stick out. 
His firmness in one instance saved the 
council the infliction of being obliged to 
listen to an hour's discussion on an utterly 
irrelevant matter. He is one of the 
youngest of our aldermen and bids fair to 
be one of the best. 


Some time ago Ald. Ponton announced 
his intention of resigning his position as 
alderman, but his not yet done so, and 
everyone in Belleville will be glad that he 
has reconsidered his decision. Ald. Pon- 
tonis one of the mostintelligent, far-seeing 
and business-like members of the Council, 
and probably the best debater.

Ponton’s notice of 
motion that a type-writing macbine be put 
in the clerk's office. He assumes that if 
the motion carries, as it should, the 
council will also be in duty beund to 
securo the services of a handsome young 
lady to run the machine, 


And that’s what filla him with such 
pleasant anticipations, for, bachelor 
though he is, he is nevertheless suscep- 
tible tothe charms of the fair sex, and he 
thinks it would be not at all vnpleasant 
to sit opposite to a charming young lady 
for a few hours every day. 

Who knows but that the result will be 
to reduce by one the number of bachelors 
in the city?

‘The report of the Minister of Inlind 
Revenue on adulteration of food shows 
the alarming extent to which this adulter- 
ation is carried on, Out of 41 samples of 
coffee analyzed, 32 were adulterated ; out 
of 18 samplees of drugs, 12 were adulter- 
ated, out of 30 samples of lard, 21 were 
adulterated ; out of 30 samples of mustard 
26 were adulterated ; out of 63 samples 
of pepper, 28 were adulterated ; and 8 
doubtful ; out of 10 jof vienegar 8 were 
adulterated and 2 doubtful ; of 76 samples 
of tea analyxed, all were genuine ; of 262 
samples of sugar, but 14 were adulterated; 
242 samples of mi k,{49 were adulterated, 
and 44 doubtful ; out of 179 samples of 
liquor, 13 were adulterated and 11 doubt- 
ful ; out of 934 samples analyzed, alto- 
gether, 301 or over 20 por-cent were found 
adulterated, and 66, or 7 per cent more 
were doubtful,

SHOT WHILE MAKING AN ARREST 


Courageous Action of Constable 
Bpeneer

Duainard warned 
Sponcer to go home and threatened to 
kill him, but ths constable walk steadily 
on until within a few foet of Dainard when 
tho latter fired off bis revolver. The con- 
stable felt the sting of tho bullet in his 
leg and quickly broughthis revolver to 
bear on his desperate antagonist, and aim: 
ing to shoot the revolver out of the 
lunatio's hand, he fired, The 
ball was well aimed and en- 
tered betweon the thumb and foro-finger. 
Dainard’s hand dropped but he kept hold 
of the revolver, Spencer now had the 
drop on the young man and told him that 
if he raised the revolver he would shoot 
him, The young man kept backing away 
and the constable followed him until 
Dainard backed right into the arms o 
Mr, Williams who wrapped bis arms 
around Dainard, The latter tried to got 
his revolver round to shoot Williams but 
before he could manage it, Spencer seized 
him and took away tho revolver and knife 
and snapped on the handenffs. Spencer 
was found to have been struck in the 
thigh by the bullet from Dainard’s revol- 
ver and the wound bled freely. Iho in- 
jured limb was bandaged and Spencer 
and Williams conveyed their prisoner to 
Picton and lodged him in the county jail. 
Thon Spencer drove to Dr. Plati’s office 
where he waited for some time for the 
doctor to arrive. ‘he ball wac oxtracted 
with some difficulty and the wound was 
dressed and the constable walked to his 
conveyance and was driven home.

Ella Ross on Saturday afteraoon had 
experience they will never torgot, 
the occasion of the regular Satuiday alter 


jlace of the Rocket for the day 
wore about three hundred ocoursionists oo 
board and all wont merry as a 
bell until after Northpor. bad 
ned, It was noticed at that 
the clouds were lowering and 
seemed (0 be brewing, but no one Wnagin 
, | ed what was in store for them Abo t 
half mile out from Northport the pale 
struck the boat, ‘Teere was littie warning 
First a few diops of ran 
fell, and then suddenly, relenticssly, al- 
most irresistibly the storm s'vooped down 

upon tie vessel, tossing it about hke a 

stick of wood, As the rain began to fall 

the Invies and childre, crowded into the 
oabin and so did not at first realize the 
full violence of the hurricane. But those 

on dock expr rivaced its awful fury as il 

whistled and roared and howléd alout 

the boat, and the vain descended like 
great sheets of water, The pilot exerted 
his utmost endeavors to head the boat to 
the wind, bnt without avail. She lay 
with her broadside exposed to the full 
power of the blast and was blown over ull 
tae lower deck Was almost submerged in 
the water, Suddenly a panio seized 
those on board, [i was started by an 
eldorly and intelligent citizen who shduld 
have known beiter, but he suddenly scom- 
ed to become overwhelmed with a 
paroxyam of fear — Ho seized a lot of Iife- 
preservers and having put one on himselt 
he distribute I the others among the pas: 
sengers telling them the boat would go 
down and urging everybody to put them 
on, The panic spread and women and 
children ran shriwking around the bo it thus 
iuoreasing the danger and adviig to the 
intense exci;emer t that prevailed, Scores 
of people put on the life preservers, while 
some of the wo nen were so frightene t that 
they fainted away, A lover the boat men 
und women cuuld he seca on their, KEO"s 
praying to heaven to save thom, and some 
who had seldom ever praye! before did 
pray most feverently on tha occasion, 
The gentleman who hrst started the panic 
was also the first, it itis. said, 10 take to 
bis knees and send forth his petition for 
provection. 

But there there was really litle or 
danger all the time, ‘The boat, under 
force of the wind, careened over to an 
tent somewhat alarming to landsmen, 
there was no danger of it caps zing. 
crew behaved weil. 
the passengers tolling them there was 
no danger, exhort ng them to be calm and 
taking the lie p.eserve.s from those who 
would give them up. The storm did not 
last long and soon tae boat was on its way 
to Diseronto none the worse for its rough 
experie c2 but with a lot of badly deroral- 
ized passengers on board. 

Laughable incidents were to be seon in 
abundance during the panic, One of the 
most noticeable of these was the appear- 
ance of an old lady who sat on the deck 
with a life preserver fastened around her 
feet. 

Q this poor human nature! As soon 4s 
the storm was over some of those who 
were so frightened they could scarcely 
speak and wereacting likemadmen, began 
to laugh at the storm, to say they knew 
there wasno danger and that they were 
not at all frightened. . 

Some men prayed on this occasion that 
had seldom ever prayed before—and itis 
to be feared that, the dangerover, it will 
be a long time before they will pray again. 

Sid Vandervoort, was at tne park 
when the storm came down and he said 
he could see the Ella Ross. He says it 
seemed as if two winds from opposite 
direciions came together and struck the 
vessel with a'l their combined force. 

The strength of thewindean be imagin- 
ed when it is Stated that those on the deck 
were blown with irresistible force against 
the railing of the boat. It was imposible 
for anyone to stand on the deck without 
holding on to something. 

Some of the passengers lost their hats 
and overcoats. Whenthe wind got hold 
of anything it had to go. 

A curious feature about the storm was 
that it was not felt at qll either in Belle- 
vill or Deseronto. It wrqught destruction 
however, where it struck. Hail fell in 
torrents and it is saidwhole fields of grain 
were complecely thrashed qub. 

A large number of the passenge:s got 
off at Deseronto and came home on the 
train, They said they bad had enough 
of thewater for that day. 

One of the passengers had taken pos- 
session of as many life preservers as he 
could carry and knelt down tu pray with 
them all in his arms. When he was fask- 
ed to give some of them up he entreated 
those making the 1eque t to go away and 
leave him alone,

Quality of Bellevillo Gas

The ONTARIO haa had a chance to in- 
spect the gas inspector's repoit for the 
tweve monthsjending the first of May 
last and was pleased tosee that sulphur 
etted hydrogen was entirely absent during 
that period, and undoubtedly will be in 
future. The candle power is also higher 
now, having been 21.46 the first six 
months and 21,44 the second six months,

‘This 
was on account of the large export trade 
of last year, In 1891-2 the number of 
barrels of apples exported from Canada to 
England excooded by over three times 
the number exported in 1800-1,

Informations have been sworn out before 
me charging defendant with violation of 
ions ot by-law No. 93 of the 
village of Madoc being a by-law to repu- 
late the clo.ing ot general dry goods, 
clothing and boot and shoo shops in the 
village of Madoc passed on the 18th day 
of July A.D., 1892. : 

Clause 1 of the by-law reads as fo'lows : 
“On and after Tuesd 
day of July A. D., 1892, all the general 
dry goods clothing and boot and shoe 
shops situate within the munic ipality of 
the village of Madoc shall be « 
evening in the week except 
iene the year at the hour of seven 
o'clock p.m.” 

The ane of 1889 amends the act of 1888 
and the amended act Sub section 2 of sec. 
74 of act of 1889 enacts as follows :— 
| local council may by by-law require that 

during the whole or any part or parts of 
the year allor any class or classes of 
shops withia the municipality shall be 
closed and remain closed on each or any 


hours between seven of the clock in the 
afternoon of any day and five o'clock in 
the forerooa of the next followiag day.” 
“The latter part of sub sec. 3 of act of 
1888 ctates that the courcil shall within 
one month after the receipt or presenta- 
tion of such application pass a by-law 
giving effect to the said application and 
requiring all shops within the municipality 
belonging to the class or classes specified 
in the application to be closed during the 
period of the year and at the times and 
hours mentioned in that beha'f i, the 
application.” ; 

In my view an objection has been taken 
which is fatal to thes= cases. 

The amended act made a very great 
change in the act of 1888 by striking out 
the words “continuously afer the time and 
hour fixed or appginted in that bebalf by 
the by-law,” and inserting in lieu thereof 
in suo-section 2 “durjng any time or 
hours betyyeon seven of the clock in the 
afternoon of any day and five g’clock in 
the forenoon of the next following da 
The operative clause in the by-law recited 
above directs that the classes of shops 
therein nientioned shall b2 closed every 
evening in the wee exept Saturday 
throughout the year at the hour of seven 
o'clock p.m. The word ‘‘closed” in the 
act means “fot open for the serving of 
any “customer.” 

It seems clear that the council had the 
power by by-law to close shops during 
any time becween seven p.m. of any day 
and five o'clock in the forenoon of the 
next following day. 

What has the council done in the exer- 
cise of their power? They have directed 
that the shops be closed every evening in 
the week except Saturday throughout the 
year at the hour of 7 p.m. 

They have not provided and directed 
by their by-law that the shops shall be 
closed at any later hour than 7 v'clack. 

A shop keeper affected by the’ by-law 
may be fined if he does not close his shop 
at seven but if he chooses to open it after 
that hour [ cannot find anything in the by- 
law to prevent biro doing so. 

I cannot read into the by-law what 
is not therein contained. {cannot make 
law. The by-law should have declared 
that the shops should be closed at seven 
and remain closed trom that hour until 
five o'clock the following morning. 

‘The Statute gave the council power to 
say thac the shops should be closed any 
time between 7 p m., and 6 o'clock the 
following morning but the by-law does not 
state any time that the shops shall be 
closed between seven and five next morn- 


ing. 
The evidence in both cases showed 
that the alleged violation of the by-law 


took place about eight p.m. or 8.30. p.m. 
By sub sec. 3 the council had the power 
to require shops to be closed during the 
period of the year and at the times and 
hours mentioned in the application, 

The application asked the council to 
pass a by-law to enforce the ciosing of 
shops at 7 p.m., each evening except 
Saturday in accordance with act of 1882, 

The council did grant the prayer of the 
application and did pass a by-law closing 
shops at seven each evening, but neither 
application nor by-law provided what 
should be done after 7 p. m. 

It is very questionable indeed whether 
the council having before them the appli- 
cation could go beyond the prayer of the 
application, 

sy suo sec. 3 the by-law should declare 
the times and hours during whic the 
shops should be closed ‘mentioned in 
that behalfin the application.” 

Clearly the hours are not mentioned in 
this by-law during which the shops shall 
be closed. 

Holding therefore that convictions in 
these cases cannot be made under tte 
evidence it is unnecessary to consider the 
other objections taken. 

The by-law is not workable and will I 
presume be+rescinded or amended ; con 
sidering the form of application I question 
the advisibility of amendment. 

The cases are therefore dismissed with 
costs. Ihave no alternative as regards 
costs, because defendants have done no 
act which can hold as wrongful under 
the Sy-law and wherefore they are entitled 
to their costs. 

Applying the jorinciples of common 
sense, 1 persume I covld discover 
the intention of appiicants and council, 
but I should require aptandauitable words 
in the by-law before I could give effect to 
that intention,

Lights bm the Bay of Quinte Bridge and 
Potters I a 

The last issue of the Canada Gazette 
contai:.& the following notico to mariners 
on the Bay of Quinte:—A highway bridge 
having been constructed across the Bay of 
Quinte, immediately w of Belleville, 
Veasels will require to be cautious in app- 
roaching the draw both by day and night, 
The contre pier of the swing span in 195 
feet from the south or Princo Edward 
County side of the bridge, and there is a 
charnel 100 feet wide both north and south 
of this central pier, either of which can be 
used by vessels. The bridge is straight, 
and runs N, 4 W. (N. 18°30! W. true), 
and S.4E. 

Lar, N. 44° 8' 30” 
Long. W. 77° 29" 86” 

The following lights have beon establish- 
ed for the guidance of Mariners at the 
pivot or draw span of the said bridge: 
One fixed white light shown from a lens 
lantern hoisted 18 feet above toe level of 
the Bay, at the south of the southern open- 
ing. When the draw is closed against 
navigation a red light, elevated 18 feet 
above the water, will show at each end of 
the draw span, or close to the two fixed 
white lighis above described, andshowing 
both up and down the Bay. When the 
draw is open two green lights at an eleva- 
tion of 18 feet above the water wall be 
visible from each end of the draw span, 
facing east and west, indicating the pos 
ition of the yes¢ piers.

in 1891, $1,204,090. ‘ 

Now eyerybody in Belleville knows 
that these figures cannot be corsect, much 
as we allcould wish they were. T> s.y 
that there are now 195 mantfacturing iu- 
dustries in Bolleville, or that there are 
now 63 more than in 1881 is to talk rub- 
bisn that can deceive no one here, what- 
ever it may do abroad, It would be in- 
teresting indced to have the census enum- 
erators go around and point out 195  es- 
tab ishn.ents in Bellevil.e that could fairly 
be classed as manufacturing industries. 

In March of last year the ONTARIO 
printed a list of 68 manufacturing indus- 
tries thatwere inexistence in 1881, but 

that had gone out of existence since that 
time. Add this to the 63 more industr es 
that the census bulletin says existed here 
in 1891 than in 1881, and we have a total 
of 121 new industries that must have been 
establi-hed here during the past 10 years, 
if the census figures be correct. But every 
citizen of Belleville knows there have not 
been one quarter of that many establish- 

; ed in that decade. 

How then were the figures obtained ? 
In 1885 the government uppointed com- 
missioners to investigate into {and report 
on the condi ion of our manufacturing in- 
dustries, That commission includea in 
their report barLers, butchers, sawfilers, 
undertakers, dentists under the head of 
manufacturers, and so made up a_ marvel- 
ous total. It was doubtiess by some such 
method as this that the cersus enumera- 
tors made out that Bel eville has now 195 
manufacturing establishments. 

The absurdity and evident falsity of

PLEASURE BOAT RUN DOWN. 


A Midnight struggle for Life—Minoty Per- 
sons Reported Missing.

Matches and pins being among the most 
common things in daily use, it ia seldom 
that any thought is beatowed upon thon, 
Matchos that are ignited by friction wore 
first made in 1829, before Which time the 
were made to catch fire from a spark struc 
from flint or steel—a very inconvenient 
mothod. It is hard to sav how many mil- 
lions of matches are made in a day, but 
when the number of peoplo that use ther iv 
reckoned, the total sum is appalling. 
Probably in the city of New York alono 
over twenty million matches are used ever: 
twenty-four hours. But matches are such 
little things that nobody ever scoms to 
think of them. From an ordinary thres- 
inch plank 186,000 matchea may be made, 
yet even at this rate the lumber used in the 
match business attains enormous propor- 
tions. 

Pins are mentioned as far back as 1483, 
but not until the beginning of this century 
wore they manufactured by machinery, ‘ho

Loxpox, Aug. 15,—Lord Salisbury ro- 
turned from Osborne Saturday, having 
handed tho seals of office to hia reluctant 
mistroms, Mr. Gladstone will follow with 
one visit, probably two, a necewalty that 
fastons the public attention somewhat dis 
vontentodly on the situation. 

Beyoud she facts that Lord Rosebery 
will be Foreign Socrotury, Sir William 
Harcourt Chancellor of the Exchequer aod 
Mr. John Morley Irish Secretary, nothing 
yet iu sottled with rospect to the formation 
of the new ministry, 

Noxt to the appointment of Lord Rose: 
bory the question that excites the largest 
measure of intereat in the public mind is 
whether Mr. Labouchore will get anything, 
wud if'so, what, It is protty certain Mr. 
Laboushere will have an oilice offered to 
him, even of Cabinet rank, some ips 
suy. Whatis more uncertain is whether 
he will accept it, 

To Mr. Labouchre acceptance would in- 
volvo large sacrifices, He would have to 
abandou the agreeable position he now fills 
of farcour and of free lance in the House of 
Commons. Moreover? he would have to 
give up the proprietorship and editorshi 
of Truth, an interesting journal which 
brings him tn £13,000 4 year, aud the un- 
rivalled opportunity of saying things. This 
matter has, I believe, boon discussed from 
4 business point of view, and it is sug- 
gested that the journal might be trans- 

‘erred temporarily to other proprietorship, 
But Truth is Labouchere; the nomencla- 
ture is exchangeable, and with’ his piquant 
personality aud ready pen withdrawn the 
property would be seriously, even perman- 
ently, injured. 

Mr. Chamberlain has increased his par- 
liamentary reputation by his speech on the 
no-confidence yote. He had « magniticent 
audience, the Houne being full to the ut- 
most limite in anticipation of a division. So 
great was the pressure that the Spoaker 
authorized chairs being set forth in the 
lines flanking the benches, a thing seen 
only once in parliamentary history, when 
Mr, Gladstone explained the provisions of 
the Hone Rule Bill in 1886, Mr. Cham- 
berlain's main object in his speech was to 
show that Mr. Gladstone's majority held 
within it seeds of inevitable disruption, and 
that the only chance of salvation for him 
and the Liberal party was to go over to the 
dissentient Liberals. 

‘The division was in some respects the 
wnost remarkable recorded in history. Of 
670 membera composing the House, only 
three were absent. Of thesc, two had 
paired and one was in Australia, he being 
paired off with the Speaker, who ranka as 
a Divsentient Liberal. ‘This left the Glad- 
stonian majority at its precise number of 
40, established at the general election. 
This total of the poll does not appear on 
the face of the figures, which show only 
660 voting, but two seats are vacant, and 
the four tellers and the Speaker do not ap- 
pear in the division lists. So urgent was 
the whip on both sides that sick men, at 
the poril of their life, came down to voto, 
One was brought in the personal charge of 
his doctor, who, although it was midsum- 
mer, had a fire lit in one of the committee 
rooms, and there tended his patient till the 
division bell rang.

The Halifax Chronicle pull shes an ex- 
pose of the fishery bounty frauas in Nova 
Seotia, which show some of the methols 
by which the government bought votes 
for its supporters: In one section where 
abont 60 fishing boats could come in un- 
der the act, no less than 170 boats drew 
bounties. It has been ascertaine.! that in 
the vicinity of Grand Harrows ten p2r- 
sons who never lived in the county drew 
bounties, that three persons who have 
been dead for some years drew bount 0}, 
and that bounties were drawn in the 
names of four persons who never applied 
for or received them, Peter McNeil 
drew bounties, though the only person of 
that pame is a boy ten years of ago, and 
the bounty was drawn in the name of 
‘Alex. McNeil, who left the country five 
years ago. An investigation was order d 
in May last into these scandals, and a day 
was actually fixed, and people summoned 
to attend the fishery court, by Mr. Bertram, 
fishery overseer for Cape Breton, On re- 
ceipt of a telegram from somewhere the 
investigation was summarily dropped, and 
John R, MacDonald, M. P. for Victoria, 
hurried down fromOttawa to fx up things. 
A hole-and-corner meeting vas held and 
strenuous efforts made to hushup the 
scandal, ‘The Chronicle’s investigation 
has let in some light onthe affair which 
will create a sensation.

The retaliation bill passed at the last 
session of Congress has atlast been pro 
claimed in force by the President, and 
will come into effect on Sept. 1st. After 
that date all freight to Canadian ports 
whether in Canadian or American vessels, 
at the Sault Canala toll 
of 20 cents perton. The President de- 
layed his proclamation for some weeks in 
order to give theCanadian government an 
opportunity to abolish the rebates. but as 
they have decided not to do so this year, 
he has imposed the retaliatory toll, He 
is, however, to_ be commended for his 
moderation, The act allowed him to go 
as highas $2a ton on freight and $5 
each on passengers, but he imposes only 
20c a ton on freight and nothing on pas- 
sengers and gives moreover ton days of 
grace before che act com 5 into force. The 
fact that our government had announced 
their intention of abolishing the rebate 
neat year probably induced this modera- 
tion on the part of the president, and 
possibly he wouldnot have declared the act 
in force at ali had it. not been compulsory 
tor himto do so. The'Toronto Mail says : 
As it is the United States simply meets 
our toll with a like toll, As the American 
toll is low and does not come into oper- 
‘ation until the first of next month, it will 
inot be a very serious matter ; and as it 
will go off altogether when our rebate 
ceases, as cease it wilkat theend of this 
season, it need not trouble us much, The 
difficulty, in the shap@ik has assumed, is 
happily not going to lead to reprisals and 
to ill-feeling.

first examinations, 

Tho extraordinary nunber of students 
presenting thomselvos for junior leaving 
as woll as well as eatrance oximinations 
will necersitate more diffioult papers being 
submittted to the pupils.

Ministry in England bos caused 
the relations between Kuglond aud the 
Vatican to enter upon anow phase, The 
Conservative party and Lord Satisbury had 
tried to use the influence of the Holy Seo 
by promining much while giving almont 
nothing, Lord Salisbury had a number of 
Agents at Rome,who ule 4 ntly to got 
on gooil torms with the Vatican, but who 
made the mistake of cooperating with the 
agonte of the triple alliance in ordor to act 
sene the Roman Curia, The Italians were 
ablo to neo how England, under Lord Balin- 
bury, wan closely Baan to the triple al. 
Nance on finding how the united action of 
tho four Powors mado itself felt on com. 
mon grounds, Since the affair of Malta 
the Pope has anderatood the gamo of the 
Tory Cabiy and distrusted it. Re. 
cently, whon England requested the Prop. 
Sganda to create in Kyypt English bishop- 
rion, with w view to consolidating Kuglish 
dominance thers, and to form the basew of 
an Anglo-African empire, the Holy Father 
ordered all decision in’ the matter to be 
suspended until the close of the olections, 
He doubtless undorstood that Gladstone 
would retuin and that his policy would 
diffor in its applications from that of his 
predocensor, 

The Pope hasnot boen deceived. At this 
moment the agents of the Conservative 
party and the ropresentatives of the triple 
alliauee are trying to persuade the Vatican 
that thoro is nothing to be done with Gind- 
atone, that his polisy will be anti-pontifical 
and that he wil nover forget his grievances 
ngainat the Papacy. They add that he has 
become # revolutionary democrat and that 
to rely on him is to throw onoself into radi- 
ca! paths, 

Itis not believed that tho Pope allows 
himself to be in the alightost influenced by 
these suggestions, Leo XIII. likes Mr, 
Gladstone through affinity of character, ago 
and pplrations: Gladstone has committed 
faultain the Pope's opinion. ‘Two above 
all, tho publication of ‘Vaticanism” and 
the official miasion of Sir Goorge Errington. 
Before 1870 Mr, Gladstone teanied ofe 
union of the churches. He was noarly 
becoming Catholic, Thon he throw him- 
self into opposition and wrote *Vatican- 
ism,” But little by little he became more 
fast minded, In 1882 he sent Errington to 
Rome in connection with his Irish policy, 
Romo was distrustful and became more so 
owing to Errington’s waut of tact. After 
his fall from wer he came to 
Florence, about the ginning of 1889, with 
the hope of being received at Rome by the 
Pope, who was desirous of —con- 
vorsing with the illustrious Eng- 
lishinan, who, on his part, wished to ex- 
plain to His Holiness the Home Rule ques- 
tion, But Salisbury’s agents imposed upon 
and over-reached the Vatican. They de- 
clared that to receive Gladstone would 
constitute an act of opposition to the 
Conservative Cabinet, XHL, from 
prudential motives, gave way to these 
representations, Affected at the check, 
Gladstone revenged himself ina magazine 
article, 

But these difficulties will not prevent the 
Pope from coming to an understanding 
with Mr, Gladstone, The Pope knows that 
iu politica it is necessary to forget and to 
be able to look at history in perspective, 
Nobody is more impersonal than the Pope. 
‘The question of Treland and democratic 
ideas held in common make the two states- 
men the nearest to each other of any states. 
men of the present day. Here we are in 
hopes that a common interest will do the 
rest in effecting an entente.

Mr. Hammond, were 
cordially received, As the day advanced 
Mr, Morley’s friends becume more 
confident of success. The exertions 
of Commoness Wilson and  Dayitt 
it is believed, induced many eight-hour 
men to yote for Mr. Morley, The poll was 
unexpectedly heavy, 24,051 votes bein, 
cast, aguivst 24,586 recorded in the gonera! 
election. The result of the poll will be de- 
clared to-day.

It has been stated by the press that L. 
J. Seargeant, general manager of the 
Grand Trunk Railway, speakng on the 
switchman's strike at Huffalo, said: 
“Looking into the future relations ‘be- 
tween capital and labor, that some means 
would have to be adopted torthe speedy 
und satisfactory settlement of all troubles 
which may arse, * * * * There 
should be a tribunal of capable and hon- 
est men, who would act fairly and impar- 
tially on the cases presented for their 
adjudication.” The writer, some seven 
years ago, took the same ground, and ina 
pamphlet on the subject of laber and capi- 
tal, discussed the question in many of 
its forms, finally laying down a method for 
formation of auch 4 legislative body, and 
code for regulation of the p ocedings 
thereof, L. V. Powderly, head of the 
Knights of Labor organization, held that 
the principle was excellent, but too far in 
advance for adoption at that time. So 
also held ~McGuin, the heak of theAmal- 
gamated Association of carpenters and 
joiners, Verhaps the present is an op- 
portune time for its adoption A papor 
condensed from the pamphlet, read ata 
meeting in Toronto, was considered of 
such value,that a resolution was carried to 
have i} printed and circuated, but the 
writer believing that the future would 
present a more fitting opportunity for 
publication with effect, stood in the way 
thereof. 

A copy of the pamphlet may not be in 
existence—the read paper is. It would 
not be a difficult task for the writer to re- 
frame the code, a something he would 
willingly undertake (upon sufficient re- 
quest) believing that on such formation 
lines, lies the solution of all questions 
affecting capital and itsco-worker labor.
